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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Regarding to applicant's argument that "the examiner fails to identify any device in the cited art corresponding 
to the recited 'second computing device' in claims 1. The Office disagrees. 

Regarding to claim 1, in Johnson, col. 3, 1. 60-67, col. 4, 1.1-3, col. 7, 1.21-23 discloses that the configuration editor (application software) in 
the field device of the intelligent variety is initiated executed the configuration editor in enable (first state) condition. Therefore, the device 
is read on as the first device. And the device, with configuration editor is disabled (second state) which is incorporated with control 
network for configuration of the field device, is read on as the second device, when the configuration editor is provided by the network, 
see col.4, 1. 2-3, col.6,1.24-25. 

In the remark, page 8, line 19, the reference US. Patent No. should be 6788980, not 6788890.
